In the 
Anti-slavery Reporter, not one line has, I believe, ap¬ 
peared in ieferenee to it. I will add that tbe Secretary 
at New Broad Street was reqoested to open a correspon¬ 
dence with the pro-slavery delegates through the Secre¬ 
tary of the Wesleyan Conference, bnt no sign was made. 

If the New Broad street Committee had desired to 
aid tee enslaved millions of America, it could' have pro¬ 
cured fifty remonstrants to the Conference, from as many 
Anti-Slavery Committees. Such a demonstration would 
no doobt have kept the delegation out of the Conference, 
and prevented those false statements from being made 
which misled toe Wesleyans in regard to American 
Methodism and Slavery. 

The New Broad Street Committee is now, and has 
long been, the chief obstacle to tbe anti-slavery move¬ 
ment in England.

TBE CONSPIRATORS AGAINST f>R. CBEEVER. 


In accordance with the declaration made to the 
Church, when the givtog of letters to these brethren was 
resolved'upon, tbat though I should withdraw my resolu¬ 
tion to press them to a trial, I yet reserved to myself the 
right of protesting against the course of the Church in 
regard to them, as in my judgment unauthorized by the 
strict letter of toe Gospel, and unwise in being too lenient, 

I hereby solemnly record tbe grounds of my convictioiT 
of the impropriety of such leniency, and of my earnest 
and continued desire and effort to have had these brethren 
tried and disciplined according to the Word of God. I 
desired such discipline, generally, because I wag convinced 
that it is sinfully neglected by the Churches, and lelt that _ 
a thorough application of the rules of tbe Gospel in tbe 
present ease would have been attended with a great and 
lasting blessiDg. I desired it in the present ease in re¬ 
gard to these brethren, because they had, in my judg¬ 
ment, insulted the Church and trampled on its rightful 
authority. 

First: By their disorderly action in secretly caucusing 
and conspiring for the removal of the pastor, not having 
presented aDy of tbeir grievances to him, nor brought any 
charges against him, nor consulted either with him, or 
toe Prudential Committee, or the Church, in reference to 
such a step. He was informed, when the document re¬ 
questing his resignation was hauded to him by a deputa¬ 
tion for tbat purpose, that, having learned that a number 
of dissatisfied persons were about leaving tbe Gburcb, 
some of the gentlemen thought tbat toe interests of the 
Society would be much injured by Bucb a movement, aDd 
that they, therefore, consulted to see what could be done 
to prevent it, so that this request for tbe pastor’s resigna¬ 
tion grew out of that consultation. The document pre¬ 
sented to the pastor was first partially signed at one of 
these meetings, then committed to a deputation to obtain 
other signatures, by circulating it among the congrega¬ 
tion. And whereas the document, avers a prayerful con¬ 
sideration of the condition of tbe Church by the signers, 
it is at the same time well known that some of tbem were 
not members of the Church, aDd had the document offered 
to them, and signed the same, at iheir places of business, 
amid haste and distraction, without a thought previously 
bestowed upon it. Every name standing oil that paper 
after Mr. Richard Brown’s was procured by personal 
solicitation, and some have declared to the pastor that 
they were persuaded to sign it by the express assurance 
that no charges existed against tbe pastor, but tbat the 
utmost respect and esteem were entertained towards him ; 
tbat tbey signed it because convinced by tbe speech® of 
the deacons especially that the interests of tbe Chureh 
aDd Society required a change, and that, however mnch 
regard they had to toe pastor, it must be overborne by a 
superior regard to the interests r.i Christ’s Kingdom. It 
was averred that there wn- re treat and so growtog n 
dissatisfaction with his ministry that many would leave 
if be did not, and, therefore, that the interests of the 
Church aDd Society required his r®igoat.ion. Some of 
the persons who were persuadod to sign the document 
requesting such r®ignation were told, when it was in¬ 
quired if it would not be more proper to see the pastor 
before signing it, that it would be uscl®s to come to him, 
for that he could not be made to believe tbat there was 
this dissatisfaction until he saw the names appended to 
such a paper. Just before this document was handed to 
the pastor he received a note from Deaeon Wood, an¬ 
nouncing to him for tbe first time that his resignation was 
deemed necessary, and written to such complete confidence 
of the success of the movement that tbe announcement 
was Buffered to take the form of an affectionate official 
farewell. 

Second: Their concocting and publishing to the world, 
after the Church had expressed their unabated attach¬ 
ment to the pastor and determination to retain him, a 
tissue of misrepr®entation8 and slanders against the pas¬ 
tor and the Church ; a series of charges never before 
made known to the pastor of the Church—charg® with¬ 
out witnesses, without proof, without responsibility, with¬ 
out trial, without tov®tigation—suddenly and publicly 
assailing the good name and character of the pastor, 
without approaching him to inquire if those statements 
were true, without givtog him opportunity for any possi¬ 
ble explanation. This was done oil toe ground that he 
had offended and injured them by pr®enting to the 
Church for consideration that request for his resignation, 
which they had intended should be private, thus giving it 
a publicity injurious to themselves. After circulating it 
themselv® from day to day, and from connting-room to 
counting-room, till it was tbe subject of universal know¬ 
ledge and conversation, even before it was presented to 
the pastor, they protested to have intended it as a confi¬ 
dential communication to him, and accused him of a 
breach of confidence in submitting it to the Church for 
their action. They professed to have been compelled into 
toe publication of their slanderous pamphlet agatost the 
pastor and the Church, in justification of their letter to 
him requesting life resignation. But the reasons alleged 
iu that publication for the first movement against the 
pastor are not the reasons which were presented in the 
tetter, or which were used to induce men to sign it, but 
the very contrary.

or professed to act, in the letter for the pastor’s dismissal. 
’They are as a false warrant, got up by a pettifogger, 
after an illegal arrest of an innocent person. The ebarg® 
trumped against the pastor in the pamphlet of these men 
were not presented al their own caucuses for his removal; 
on the contrary, it was declared that they had nothing 
against his character or reputation, bnt were affection¬ 
ately jealous of both. They gained signatures to their 
first paper on the ground of a warm and zealous care for 
tbe interests both of the Church and pastor—professing 
a tender of his r®ignation with extreme reluctance, with 
pleasant recollections of Christian fellowship, and with 
fervent prayers for toe growing influence of the pastor for 
good But tbe reasons given in tbeir second publication 
for the signing of the first are entirely inconsistent, had 
tbey been true, with tbe possibility either of any affection 
or respect towards the pastor, or any desire for the con¬ 
tinuance of his ministrations anywhere “ in his Master’s 
Vineyard.” If they were not true, if they were misrepre¬ 
sentations, then tbese men present themselves as wanton 
assailants of their pastor’s reputation, out of an alleged 
necessity for the protection of tbeir own ; and all this iu 
justification of a step which they profess to have taken in 
prayerful and affectionate regard for his usefulness, and 
some of them in great personal ®teem and friendship for 
him. The things set forth in their pamphlet, to the in¬ 
jury of tbe pastor, were never suggested as the grounds 
of their original action and letter tor his resignation, but 
bave since been adopted iu consequence of his presenting 
that letter to the Church, aud the Church censuring and 
dismissing the deacons. Some of them are tilings not 
even pretended to have been transacted, and most of them 
never at all brought forward, till after the letter, on other 
alleged grounds, was concocted, sigoed and presented to 
the pastor. 

Third: The one grand cause of dissatisfaction has 
been the preaching of the pastor against the sin of slavery. 
This is mauif®t from the tenor of their pamphlet itself. 
Tbey say : “ We do not believe that our Church is to be 
built up and strengthened by the constant intrusion of so 
excuiuo .. ihenu into the ears ot its members, out ot sea¬ 
son as well as in season, in the ordinary services of the 
sanctuary, and in the prayers, exhortations and talks of 
the conference-room. 'I'be pnlpit, at any rate, we do not 

think the place for the fnlmination of such rhetorical 
artillery ” The opposition of these gentlemen was in

the ordinary services ol the sanctuary. The opposition of 
these gentlemen la against making the iniquity of slavery 
a theme for the pulpit, a theme commanded of God for 
our public re igiousconsideration, a theme for the (Jhnrcb 
a theme lor the Sabbath, a theme for prayer, a theme for 
the contereuee-room. The pastor’s views of the freedom 
ol the pulpit, and the duties of the minister of Christ 
constrain him to pour the light of God’s Word upon this’ 
heaven-defying and prodigious iniquity, and to call upon 
the Church aud the ministry to unite in fearless, earnest 
impetuous wurlaie against n. The views of these gentle¬ 
men constrain them to forbid its introduction into the 
sanctuary, to muzzle the pulpit in regard to it, to censure 
the pastor tor speaking upon it, toaccuse him of meddling 
with the affairs ol a continent instead of attending to his 
owu sheep in the wilderness, aud to demand of him that 
be either retire from the pulpit or modify his ministra- 
tioua in Ibis respect. And inasmuch as bis course in 
reference to slavery injures, in their opinion, the prosperity 
of the Society, preventing u very desirable revenue from , 
the pews, their views of freedom and of the interests of 
the .Redeemer's kingdom comtram them to combine for 
the removal of the pastor, for which object they justify 
themselves in a wauton assault against bis ministry, his 
influence, his reputation, and his usefulness. A ladv has 
given it in evidence to the pastor that in regard to two 
of the signers of the letter and the pamphlet, she had 
received from. then, too assurance that the reason of their 
dissatisfaction aud withdrawal from Ur. ChppvBrV Church 
was “ that they could uol and would not stand such nig¬ 
ger preaehiug.” Yet this issue has been denied. 

Fourth ■■ The matters presented against the pastor in 
the pamphlet of these gentlemen are presented and sigued 
as matters which they know to be fact; and their signa¬ 
tures are appeuded precisely as if they could bear witness 
to them as such, of their owu proper knowledge. Yet 
is well known that some ol them signed the document, o. 
permitted their names to be set to it, without having read 
it, without knowing what it contained, simply ou the 
assurance that “ it was all right.’ Thus iheir individual 
signatures appear, as personal witnesses and vouchers for 
the truth of a late wen La which they hud not heard, of false 
statements, which, if they had heaid at that time, they had 
- never heard beiore, aud must receive and swear to in 
entire ignorauee ; of statements against the character and 
reputation of the pastor which could have no authority 
but by their signatures, and to which they would not 
have appeuded their names had they known the contents. 

It is difficult appropriately to characterize the baseness of 
such calumny. The matters contained in the pumphlet 
preclude, in tueir very nature, the possibility of all who 
sigued it beiug true aud real witnesses; yet to the worid 
their names appear as a positive declaration that they 
know the things thereto recounted against the pastor to 
be true. Take, for an example of the calumnies so tei ' 
fled, the entue aud unmitigated falsehood in regard 
Prolessor Crosby aud his Bible Glass. The whole para¬ 
graph is as perfectly false as if it had been asserted that 
the pastor, on the 20 to of June last, entered the BaDk of 
Commerce, knocked down the cashier, aud carried off five 
thousand dollars in gold. Yet that falsehood is signed by 
honoruole men, Christian men, in such a manner that the 
world must believe, ll they give credit to such testimony, 
that those men saw and knew this transaction of their 
own kuowleage; otherwise, they are in the class of the 
most heedless and deliberate slanderers. 
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It Is assumed that that ownership is by God’s appoi 
raent and approval (pp. 45, 68,69, 67, &e., Ike.). 

It is assumed that the claim and exercise of ownership 
by slaveholders over slaves is perfectly consistent with a 
Christian character in the former, and with the exercise of 
justice and Christian love toward the latter (pp. 15,21,26, 
30, 31, 42, &c., <fec,). 

It is assumed that when a master bos given his slaves 
food, clothing and shelter, and also a certain amount of 
oral religious instruction, lie has obeyed the injunction of | 
Paul—" Masters, give unto your servants that which is 
just and equal ” (P- 16)- 

It is assumed that the slaveholders have a right (and 
that right given by God) not only to all the powers 
faculties of the slaves, but to all their time, Sundays and 
week-days, day and night, and even to say not only w hen 
and where they shall meet, bnt ‘‘whether they shall 
at all for the worship of God ” (p. 16); not only to say I 
whether they may read the Bible for themselves, but whe¬ 
ther they may “ hear it from others ’? (ib.). 

Finally, it is assumed (by way of hint to the retailer of I 
oral religious instruction to slaves, not to mistake as to 
the quantity or quality of their spiritual provendor) that 
collection of the passages of Scripture which enjoin upon 
servants obedience to masters “ is tbe portion of spiritual 
food which Ged has designed for those who are in bond¬ 
age ” (p. 21). 

Your willing acquiescence in the unmolested and indefl- 
nite continuance of slavery is showu not only by your 
mention of the above tract as, in your view, entirely un¬ 
objectionable, but by other statements, which clearly 
show your influence and your vote to be given for the 
masters, and agaiust the slaves. For instance, you say 

“It is almost impossible to discuss the moral evils of I 
slavery without becoming involved in the discussion of 
the evils of tbe system of slavery itself.” And again- 


177, entitled “ The Institution and Observance of the 
Sabbath,” which is for sale at the depositories both of 
the National Society at New York aud its auxiliary in 
Boston : 


“In tbe Southern and South-Western States there are 
thousands who possess slaves and their children, who 
are both ignorant and wicked. The master is careful to 
teach them how to work, and see that they do their work 
faithfully. Should he not take some care to instruot them 
in the will and service of God ? They make a part of his 
household; they stand ‘ within his gates’ and he dailv 
receives the labor of their hands. Standing in this rola 
m to them, au imperious aud awfully responsible duty 


devolves upon him, from which he cannot exonerate liinv 
sell while ho holds them. Do not say with Cain, ‘Ai 
my brother’s keeper ? ’ By misfortune or choice you 
become so literally, and you arc so too in spiritual,, 
ters ; so that it those within your gates, through vour 
uegtset, perish in their sin aud ignorance, their ' - 
be required at yoflr hands.” 

Another instance in your speech of deceptive resorva-1 
lion of truth is the following. You speak of the protest¬ 
ing minority being “ aggrieved that the Society took 
active part ” in the cause of Freedom

Almost every individual of those whose names appear 
beneath the document acknowledges that he knows no¬ 
thing about the charges in it, except from hearsay. “ Re¬ 
port, they say;and we will report it; let ns smite him 
with the tongue.” The wickedness of Christian men, 
familiar with the warnings of God’s Word against taking 
up and circulating a reproach against their neighbor.

in a Christian Church without the rebuke at least of 
Christian discipline. God’s definition of a liar is of one 
that giveth heed to a naughty tongue, and lendelh his ear 
to the evil reports whispered by the backbiter. These 
men have, by their signatures, sworn to the truth of slan¬ 
ders against their pastor, of which they never before 
heard, in regard to which they never approached the 
pastor, never inquired of him if they were true or false. 

It is as if, being requested, for a consideratioufto put 
their names on the back of a. forged note, they had done 
it, on the bare oral assurance of the holder of the note' 
that it was all right, that the note was genuine. “ Thou 
shalt not set thine hand as a witness in a false matter, 
nor go up and down as a tale-bearer among thy people.” 

These gentlemen have done all this, not from any motive 
of benevolence, or impulse of Christian charity or neces¬ 
sity for the support of a righteous cause, but on purpose 
to injure the reputation and influence of the person they 
have assailed, whose character they conceived must be 
blackened, or a degree of censure would fall upon them¬ 
selves for plotting his removal from his pastorship, and 
their original object would be defeated. 

These are some of the reasons why I cannot think that 
the Christian Church is in the way of duty in passing 
over such sin without discipline. On these grounds 1 
write but my protest against giving these gentlemen letters 
to other Churches, without some prior acknowledgment 
of their own wrong-doiug, and declaration of repentance. 

Their offence has been public, and the Church might pro- 
perly have censured them without any trial. I have 
withdrawn the assertion of my right, privilege and deter¬ 
mination of pressing a trial, simply because convinced 
that the Church could not be brought to the measures of 
discipline in that degree of harmony requisite for its ob¬ 
ject, aud that, in a season of deep religious interest, a 
protracted conflict of this nature would be fatal.

Had the Committee catered upon it, where should 
they stop ? If they began to instruct masters in tb« duty 
they owed to iheir slaves, a call would have beeu maX 
for the instruction of slaves in the duty they owed to their 
masters ! What should they say to them ? ” I \ft. 

Ii, is very plafu what the publishers of religions tracts 
ought to say to servants in relation to their duty to their 
masters, namely—to eDjoin them honestly to fulfil their 
contract. As long as the master pays the wages which 
they agreed to receive, so long they are bound in honesty 
faithfully to discharge the service whioh they promised 
in exchange for those wages. Where there is no contract I 
-where the man or woman who is claimed as a sernnt 
has never promised any service—it is no longer a case of 
master and servant, but of robber and robbed, oppressor 
and oppressed. 

But it is this very ease of which you, Judge Williams, 
are speaking.. The master for whom, throughout this 
speech, you have been acting as advocate, is a robber, and 
of the worst sort; a strong man, who compels a weto 
permanently to labor for him, without a contract add 
without wages; in fact, with only provender enough 
keep him in working order. Your whole speech is an 
attempt to defend the Tract Society for Us systematic) 
refusal to state in its tracts the claims of right, justiie, 
humanity aud religion in regard to the relation of these 
two parties; and this, avowedly, lest the robbers, some 
of whom are officers in your Society, invited speakers at 
its meetings, and contributors to its funds, should take 
umbrage! 

Tbe reason why you side with the “ tract management 
and with the slaveholders in this controversy are notewor¬ 
thy and instructive. You say_ 

“They had seen Churches broken up, ministers dis-l 
missed, ecclesiastical societies divided, and the piilarsof 
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he Union shaken, m the controversy which had ins®. 
If, under such circumstances, the Publishing Committee 
declined to engage in the conflict which existed 
interesting subject, I cannot condemn them.” 

That is to' say, to your judgment-if robbery can )e 
stopped only by interference with those Churches, minis¬ 
ters, ecclesiastical societies, and political associations 
which are licensing and protecting it, it had better »e| 
allowed unmolested and indefinite continuance 


Certainly this was one of the grounds of complaint. 
But another, of at least equul magnitude, wuh the fact 
Ibat, in the three ways above mentioned, the Sooiety took 
a passive position (whioh yet was a very efficient posi¬ 
tion) on the wrong side—letting the dead weight of its 
ponderous respectability, Us “ emiueut gravity,” rest to 
opposition to all the movements of reform upon that 
track ; and that, after the auuual meeting of 1856, by 
means of numerous circulars, bulletins, handbills, letters 
and newspaper articles, the government of the Society 
also took an active position on the wrong side, infor¬ 
mally publishing an immense nnrnber of pretended rea¬ 
sons why they should not formally publish to regard to 
slavery. 

Again concealing an important portion of the truth, 
you say that “some of the executive officers, to hopes of 
peace, consented to the appointment of a Committee to 
investigate the affairs of the Society and report.” This 
seems to imply that the appointment and the selection ol 
this Committee were entirely the work of the remon¬ 
strants. In the annual report, however, for 1856,1 find 
this materially different account of the transaction 
ferred to. 

Ou motion of the Rev. Dr. William Adams, of New 
York, a member of the Executive Committee, supported 
by Mr. O. E. Wood, also a member of that Committee, it 


“ Resolved, That, at the suggestion of the Executive

Had the remonstraats 
nominated this Committee, would a large majority of 
theni have been persons favoring the whole past policy of I 
the Sooiety? Would they have inserted in the report 
those clauses npon which the Executive Committee have 
ever since stood, as justifying a continnance'of their old 
policy ? And would they, when the whole country was 
anxious to hear aud act upon their report, have used their 
.‘discretion ” to posponeit to the annual meeting, instead 
of calling a special session ?

plete without any rebuke of the oppressor or any plea for 
the oppressed! 

Upon all these points I take issue with you. I affirm 
that justice and humanity, instead of being “ minor 
topics,’ are matters essential in the right establishment 
of a Church and of a State; that the deliberate license of, 
injustice and inhumanity practised by our Churches and 
Slates in their allowance of slavery, instead of standing 
among “minor topics,” is a vice of the most atrocious 
character ; aud that your expressions, above quoted, are 
gross libels uponChristianity-upon God, who founded it 
-upon Jesus, who preached it-and upon those people 
he conformity of whose hearts and lives to it entitle them I 
to be called “ the people of God and the family of 
Redeemer.” 3

and other evils, what many Evangelical Christians do ~ 
approve?

Tbe audacity of this falsehood, considering that 
Society’s tracts have pointedly condemned the 
wine ana tobacco, the practice of danoing, even 
domestic circle, the reading of novels, and the using 
any part of Sunday for walks of recreation, or for reading 
or writing on subjects not technically religions—in regain 
to the propriety or every one of which evangelical Chris¬ 
tians undoubtedly djffer, both in theory and practice- 
nothing less than amazing. 

I proceed to quote one other of your misstatements 
reversals of truth in the speech now under consideration. 
You say, near its close, “ The real question involved 
shall we now recall our colporteurs, and cease to distri¬ 
bute tracts at the Sonth ? ” 

You know perfectly well, Judge Williams, that 
waH not the real question involved. You know perfectly 
well that nobody had asked the Tract Society, and 
necessity would have been laid npon them, even 
they published “ the suppressed tract,” and “ the rejected 
tract” also, to recall a single colportenr from any 
of their field, or cease to dlstribnte their trade, 
only question was, whether so many of the tracts would 
have been accepted and read, as previously. My indi¬ 
vidual opinion is that many more than before would have 
been called for, and that the curiosity whioh wi 
er the country to see what the Tract Sooiety would 
regard to slavery would have caused an unprecedented 
demand for their issuesupon thlssnbject. But, supposing! 

had refused to receive them, what then ? People 
at the North have refused the Society’s tracts every week 
Since its existence. Why should a few hundreds or tbon-j 
sands of refusals at the South alarm the Society ? Above ] 
all, why should a false issue be raised, and a pretence 
manufactured that any rectol of oolpfe-Leurs is involved 
The last quotation I shall make is one in which 
have attempted to mislead your hearers, caricature 
Abolitionists, and evade the true issue by means of gross 
and transparent sophistry : 

“Bnt, as slavery was odious in the North, those who 
were designated as Abolitionists set up a cry against the 
Society, because they had not made slavery the subject 
of their publication in one or more tracts, as if the Society 
countenanced Popery because they had not published 
against the immaculate conception.”
